WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

National Enquirer kept a 
safe containing docu¬ 
ments on hush money pay¬ 
ments and other damag¬ 
ing stories it killed as part 
of its cozy relationship with 
Donald Trump leading up 
to the 2016 presidential 
election, people familiar 
with the arrangement told 
The Associated Press. 

The detail came as several 
media outlets reported on 
Thursday that federal pros¬ 
ecutors had granted im¬ 
munity to National Enquirer 
chief David Pecker, po¬ 
tentially laying bare his ef¬ 
forts to protect his longtime 
friend Trump. 

Trump's former lawyer Mi¬ 
chael Cohen pleaded 
guilty this week to cam¬ 
paign finance violations 
alleging he, Trump and 
the tabloid were involved 
in buying the silence of a 
pom actressand a Playboy 
model who alleged affairs 
with Trump. 

Several people familiar 
with the National Enquirer's 
parent company, Ameri¬ 
can Media Inc., who spoke 
to the AP on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they signed non-disclosure 
agreements, said the safe 
wasa greatsource of pow¬ 
er for Pecker, the compa¬ 
ny's CEO. 

The Trump records were 
stored alongside similar 
documents pertaining to 
other celebrities' catch- 


and-kill deals, in which ex¬ 
clusive rights to people's 
stories were bought with 
no intention of publishing 
to keep them out of the 
news. By keeping celebri¬ 
ties' embarrassing secrets, 
the company was able to 
ingratiate itself with them 
and askforfavorsin return. 
But after The Wall Street 
Journal initially published 
the first details of Playboy 
model Karen McDougal's 
catch-and-kill deal shortly 
before the 2016 election, 
those assets became a li¬ 
ability. Fearful that the 
documents might be used 
against American Media, 
Peckerand the company's 
chief content officer, Dylan 
Howard, removed them 
from the safe in the weeks 
before Trump's inaugura¬ 


tion, according to one per¬ 
son directly fa miliarwith the 
events 

It was unclear whether the 
documentswere destroyed 
or simply were moved to a 
location known to fewer 
people. 

American Media did not 
immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 
Pecker's immunity deal was 
first reported Thursday by 
Vanity Fair and The Wall 
Street J oumaI, citing anon¬ 
ymous sources. Vanity Fair 
reported that Howard also 
was granted immunity. 
Court papers in the Cohen 
case say Pecker "offered 
to help deal with negative 
stories about (Trump's) re¬ 
lationships with women by, 
among other things, assist¬ 
ing the campaign in iden¬ 


tifying such stories so they 
could be purchased and 
theirpublication avoided." 
The J ouma I reported Peck¬ 
er shared with prosecutors 
details about payments 
that Cohen says Trump di¬ 
rected in the weeks and 
months before the elec¬ 
tion to buy the silence of 
McDougal and another 
woman alleging an affair, 
pom star Stormy Daniels. 
Daniels was paid $130,000, 
and McDougal was paid 
$150,000. 

While Trump denies the 
affairs, his account of his 
knowledge of the pay¬ 
ments has shifted. In April, 
Trump denied he knew 
anything a bout the Daniels 
payment. He told Fox News 
in an interview aired Thurs¬ 
day that he knew about 
payments "lateron." 

In July, Cohen released 
an audio tape in which he 
and Trump discussed plans 
to buy McDougal's story 
from the Enquirer. Such a 
purchase was necessary, 
they suggested, to prevent 
Trump from having to per¬ 
manently rely on a tight re¬ 
lationship with the tabloid. 
'You never know where 
thatcompany — you never 
know what he's gonna be 
—"Cohen says. 

"David gets hit by a truck," 
Trump says. 

'Correct," Cohen replies. 
'So, I'm all overthat." 

While Pecker is cooperat¬ 
ing with federal prosecu¬ 
tors now, American Media 
previously declined to par¬ 


ticipate in congressional 
inquiries 

Last March, in response 
to a letter from a group of 
House Democrats about 
the Daniels and McDougal 
payments, American Me¬ 
dia general counsel Cam¬ 
eron Stracher declined to 
provide any documents, 
writing that the company 
was "exempt" from U.S. 
campaign finance laws 
because it is a news pub¬ 
lisher and it was "confident" 
it had complied with all tax 
laws. He also rebuffed any 
suggestion that America 
Media Inc., orAMI, had le¬ 
verage over the president 
because of its catch-and- 
kill practices. 

"AMI states unequivocally 
that any suggestion that it 
would seek to 'extort' the 
President of the United 
States through the exercise 
of its editorial discretion 
is outrageous, offensive, 
and wholly without merit," 
Stracher wrote in a letter 
obtained by The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Former Enquirer employees 
who spoke to the AP said 
that negative stories about 
Trump were dead on arrival 
dating back more than a 
decade when he starred 
on NBC's reality show 'The 
Apprentice." 

In 2010, at Cohen's urging, 
the National Enquirer be¬ 
gan promoting a potential 
Trump presidential candi¬ 
dacy, referring readers to a 
pro-Trump website Cohen 
helped create. □

Chapman, 63, shot and 
killed the fomnerBeatle out¬ 
side Lennon's Manhattan 
apartment on Dec. 8,1980. 
He is serving 20-yea rs-to-life 
in the Wende Correctional 
Facility in western New York. 
'You admittedly carefully 
planned and executed the 
murder of a world-famous 
person for no reason other 
than to gain notoriety," the 
parole panel wrote in its 
denial decision. 'While no 
one person'slife isany more 
valuable than another's 
life, the fact that you chose 


someone who was not only 
a world renown person and 
beloved by millions, regard¬ 
less of the pain and suffer¬ 
ing you would cause to his 
family, friends and so many 
others, you demonstrated 
a callous disregard for the 
sanctity of human life and 
the pain and suffering of 
others" 

It said releasing Chapman 
would not only 'tend to 
mitigate the seriousness of 
your c rime," but a Iso would 
endangerpublic safety be¬ 
cause someone might try 
to harm him outof angeror 
revenge or to gain similar 


notoriety. 

As Chapman faced the 
parole panel Wednesday, 
politicians and fans called 
for his release to be denied 
during a rally at Strawberry 
Fields, Lennon's memorial in 
Central Parkacrossfrom his 
former home. 

A transcript of the parole 
hearing wasn't immedi¬ 
ately released. At previ¬ 
ous hearings, Chapman 
has said he still gets letters 
about the pain he caused 
and was sorry for choosing 
the wrong path to fame. 
Chapman will be up forpa- 
role again in August 2020.Q

By ASTR1D GALVAN 
PHOENIX (AP) — The Hon¬ 
duran mother said she felt 
repeatedly pressured to 
sign documents she wasn't 
given time to read, so she 
lashed out at an immigra¬ 
tion officer, telling him it 
shouldn't be this hard to get 
herson back. 

The officer put his hands in 
a motion imitating chok¬ 
ing someone and told her 
that's what he'd do to her 
if she were his wife, the 
woman said in an interview 
Thursday. She spoke to The 
Associated Press on con¬ 
dition of anonymity over 
fears a bout her safety."! felt 
so horrible because of so 
many things they told us, 
that they were gonna de¬ 
port us, that our kids were 
gonna stay here," she said 
of herexperience after be¬ 
ing separated from herson 
atthe borderthisspring. 

A complaint filed against 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security on Thursday 
a lieges ma ny pa rents were 
coerced into signing pa¬ 
perwork they didn't under¬ 
stand and that they were 
verbally and emotionally 
abused while detained 
and away from their chil¬ 
dren. 

In some of the cases, par¬ 
ents gave away rights to 
be reunited with their chil¬ 
dren when the non-English 
speaking mothers and fa¬ 
thers signed documents 
in English they could not 
read, according to the 
complaint provided to the 
AP before it was filed with 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security. 

In other examples, parents 
who had been reunited 
were threatened with an¬ 
other separation if they 
didn't agree to be deport¬ 
ed with their children, the 
complaint said. 

The complaint was filed by 
the American Immigration 
Lawyers Association and 


the American Immigration 
Council, who say attorneys 
spoke with 76 parents who 
said they were asked to 
sign forms affecting their 
rights to reunify with their 
children. 

Allofthemsaid theyweren't 
allowed to ask what would 
happen if they signed the 
form. 

The U.S. government sepa¬ 
rated more than 2,500 chil¬ 
dren from their parents this 
year as the Trump admin¬ 
istration adopted a "zero- 
tolerance" policy requiring 
anyone who crossed the 
border illegally to be pros¬ 
ecuted. That resulted in 
parents who had to go to 
federal court to face crimi¬ 
nal misdemeanor charges 
of illegal entry to be sepa¬ 
rated from their children, 
often for months. 

The policy ignited a world¬ 
wide furorand Trump even¬ 
tually reversed course. 

A federal judge overseeing 
a lawsuit against the gov¬ 
ernment gave authorities 
until July 26 to reunite all 
families, although over300 
parents who were deport¬ 
ed to their home countries 
have yet to be reunited 
with theirchildren. 

The complaint to the De¬ 
partment of Homeland 
Security's Officer for Civil 
Rights and Civil Uberties 
and Inspector General 
c laims severa I mothers sa id 
that Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement officers 
told them that if they didn't 
sign the form, they would 
never see their children 
again. 

The Honduran mother left 
her homeland with her 
12-year-old son in April to 
escape gangs that threat¬ 
ened their lives when she 
reported them to police 
over their demands that 
she pay them a cut of her 
clothing business. She said 
authorities also repeatedly 
told herson that his mother 


was going to be deported 
and he would be adopted 
by someone in the U.S. a nd 
that they'd cut off his fin¬ 
gers if he lied when being 
interviewed by authorities, 
she said.Homeland Security 
spokeswoman Katie WaId- 
man declined comment 
Thursday on the complaint, 
saying that the agency 
cannotcommenton pend¬ 
ing litigation, although the 
complaint is not a lawsuit. 
But a top agency official, 
Matthew Albence, denied 
similar allegations during a 
July 31 Senate committee 
meeting. 

"A great many of these indi¬ 
viduals do not wish to have 
their child returned home 
with them. The reason most 
of them have come in the 
first place is to get their c hil- 
dren to the United States," 
Albence said atthe time. 
The complaint claimed mi¬ 
grant parents separated 
from their children were 
subjected to verbal and 
physical abuse, including 
being deprived of food 
and water and being put 
into solitary confinement. 

In another example, a 
Guatemalan mother who 
was separated from her 
5-year-old son said an offi¬ 
cer at the Port Isabel, Tex¬ 
as, detention center told 
her to sign a document to 
be returned to her home 
country so that she could 
get herson back. 

The officer didn't explain 
what she was signing and 
the woman did so out of 
desperation, according to 
the complaint. The woman, 
like many others, also re¬ 
ported being threatened 
with solitary confinement 
because she was crying so 
much over being separat¬ 
ed from herson. 

The woman, referred to 
only as "A.E." in the com¬ 
plaint, was eventually re¬ 
united with her son and is 
currently detained with him 


in Dilley, Texas 
Stories of parents who said 
they were coerced into 
signing off on their depor¬ 
tations and further separa¬ 
tions have circulated for 
months 

Rolando Antonio Bueso 
Castillo, the father of a 
1-year-old boy, said he was 
told he'd be reunited with 


his son if he signed off on 
hisdeportation. But it would 
be five months before the 
boy, Johan, would be re¬ 
united with his parents in 
Honduras. That happened 
only after an immigration 
judge granted the boy a 
voluntary departure order, 
which allowed the govern¬ 
ment to fly him home.Q 
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Black voters energized amid outcry over polling places

CUTHBEKT, Ga. (AP) — Of¬ 
ficials in a predominantly 
black Georgia county fired 
a consultant amid wide¬ 
spread backlash to a pro- 
posalthatwould close most 
polling places in the area 
three months ahead of a 
potentially historic election. 
Consultant Mike Malone 
had advocated consoli¬ 
dating the polling sites after 
he was hired in April. Ran¬ 
dolph County lawyer Tom¬ 
my Coleman sent Malone 
a letter Wednesday ending 
the contract, according to 
a copy of the letter Cole¬ 
man gave The Associated 
Presson Thursday. 

Despite the firing, the Ran¬ 
dolph County Board of 
Elections will still — for now 
— hold a vote Friday on 
whetherto eliminate seven 
of the rural county's nine 
polling placesahead ofthis 
fall's pivotal midterm elec¬ 
tions. Malone did not re¬ 
spond Thursday to a voice¬ 
mailseeking comment. 
County officials have said 
they're considering clos¬ 
ing polling locations that 
are inaccessible to voters 
with disabilities, and ar¬ 
gued they cannot afford 
to make the buildingscom- 
pliant with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act. But 
critics say the closures will 
disenfranchise the county's 
electorate ahead of an 
election in which Stacey 
Abrams is attempting to 
become the country's first 
blackfemale governor. An¬ 
other black woman, Dem¬ 
ocrat Joyce Barlow, is run¬ 
ning for a state legislative 
seat in an attempt to oust 
a white conservative who is 
a 35-year incumbent and a 
native of the area. 

Abrams and her Republi¬ 
can opponent, Secretary 


of State Brian Kemp, have 
opposed the measure. 

With a mostly African-Amer¬ 
ican population of about 
7,000, Randolph County is 
one of the state's smallest 
and poorest rural commu¬ 
nities. The proposal hasgar- 
nered national attention — 
and energized blackvoters 
to become more involved 
in the political process. 

On Wednesday, two days 
before the board of elec¬ 
tions vote, residents gath¬ 
ered at the Stone ho use 
Restaurant to rally against 
the measure. Volunteers 
scrambled to collect 400 
signatures — 20 percent 
of registered voters in the 
county — needed to block 
the vote. The AC LU of Geor¬ 
gia is threatening to sue, 
arguing that the burden 
of driving to the remaining 
polling places will fall dis¬ 
proportionately on black 
residents. 

On Thursday, leadersofthe 
Georgia Legislative Black 
Caucus and the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus strong¬ 
ly urged the county not to 


go forward with the pro¬ 
posal. 

In a letter to Randolph 
County officials, the Con¬ 
gressional Black Caucus 
called the measure "a de¬ 
liberate effort to disenfran¬ 
chise an emerging and en¬ 
gaged demographic." 

"In light of the impending 
historic gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion in November, we are 
deeply concerned that 
the bedrock tenets of de¬ 
mocracy would be under 
attack should this proposal 
be adopted and imple¬ 
mented," the letter said. 
Before a landmark Su¬ 
preme Court ruling in 2013, 
an attempt to close poll¬ 
ing places would have re¬ 
quired approval from the 
federal government. At 
Wednesday's gathering, 
several longtime residents 
said the move is part of a 
well-worn pattern of voter 
suppression in the region. 
'There's a history of hassles 
in Randolph County," said 
Bobby Fuse, chairman of 
the Democratic Party of 
Georgia's Second Con¬ 


gressional District, which 
includes Randolph Coun¬ 
ty. "I guarantee you they 
thought it was going to be 
omitted and overlooked in 
southwest Georgia." 

Former Randolph County 
Schools Superintendent 
Bobby Jenkins discovered 
the proposed precinctclos- 
ings on Aug. 8. Scanning 
the local newspaper's legal 
section with his magnifying 
glass, he came across the 
notice. 

"I said, this doesn't make 
any sense," Jenkins re¬ 
called. 

His wife, Naomi, said she is 
surprised by the national 
attention the proposal has 
received. She attributed 
the outcry to the "blatant" 
attempts to suppress voter 
tumoutamong blacks 
'This is a tactic they've used 
since the '50s," said Naomi 
Jenkins, adding that the 
community's response has 
been "quite unusual for us." 
'We stay in our little places 
and we don't have much 
to say, plus we know ev¬ 
erybody in town," she ex¬ 


plained. 'We were able to 
talk to people one on one, 
a nd we sa id it isn't fa ir a nd 
shouldn't happen. We have 
not come together on an 
issue like this in a long time." 
Many who gathered at 
the restaurant Wednesday 
were motivated by the re¬ 
gion's long civil rights his¬ 
tory. The Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr. waged an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to deseg¬ 
regate nearby Albany, 
Georgia, in the early 1960s 
— and was jailed in Sum¬ 
ter County. Several people 
spoke of their own efforts 
during the era and those of 
relatives, friends and others 
in the community to work 
forracial equality. 

Sandra Willis recalled that 
her aunt was "run out of 
town" after attempting to 
register black voters during 
the 1950s, and that she was 
forced to go travel nearly 
200 miles (320 kilometers) 
north to Atlanta for work. 
Willis said she was con¬ 
cerned about the possible 
closing of polling places. 
"I'm going to fight,"she said. 
"I'm going to be a part of 
everything that goes on, 
because my aunt suffered 
in orderforusto vote. I am 
not gonna stand by and 
let nobody hinderthe work 
that she did. ... I would be 
a fool to let somebody take 
that away from this com¬ 
munity." 

Hearing such comments 
heartened longtime resi¬ 
dent Bertha Murphy, 76. Sit¬ 
ting at a table nearthe front 
of the room, she smiled, 
telling group memberstheir 
energy was "something I've 
waited foryearsto see." 

"It's a new beginning for 
Randolph County," she 
said. "I know anything that 
we decide we want to do, 
we can do it, because the 
spirit is real.'□ 
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Offic ials: Swath of flood-prone Maryland town mustbe razed

ELUCOTTCITY, Md. (AP) — 

Moving to safeguard the 
public after raging flood- 
waters engulfed a Mary¬ 
land town's main street 
twice in two years, authori¬ 
ties have announced a 
plan to demolish roughly 5 
percent of the buildings in 
the flood-prone historic dis¬ 
trict. 

Howard County Executive 
Allan Kittleman delivered 
the broad outlines of a 
roughly $50 million five-yea r 
flood mitigation plan Thurs¬ 
day at a news conference 
in Ellicott City's historic cen¬ 
ter. It callsfortearing down 
10 ravaged properties on 
the hard-hit lower half of 
the formermilltown'sonce- 
picturesque main street. 
That move will expand the 
flood plain for the next 
time waterways burst their 
banks — a sure thing as 
more intense rainstorms 
bear down due to climate 
change impacts. 

"I wish we weren't here. But 
this is a change we need," 
said Kittleman, adding that 
some residential properties 
further up the hill will also 
need to be bulldozed to 
increase the size of culverts 
flowing into the district, 
about 13 miles (20 kilome¬ 
ters) west of Baltimore. 
County Councilman Jon 
Weinstein said reshaping 
swaths of Old Ellicott City 
won't be easy but safe¬ 
guarding lives in the com¬ 
ing months has to be the 
top priority. The lower part 
of main street where build¬ 
ings will be tom down will 
be replaced with green 
space and a wider, deeper 
channel for tributaries flow¬ 
ing downhill. 

'We don't want to lose an¬ 
other life because of cata¬ 
strophic flooding here in 
town. We don't want Elli¬ 
cott City's residents or busi¬ 


nesses or visitors to be put 
at risk or fear every rain 
storm,"he said. 

Old Ellicott City became a 
soggy ghost town in May 
after flood waters violently 
gutted shops and swept 
a visitor to his death. The 
treacherous flash flood oc¬ 
curred less than two years 
after a 2016 flood — at the 
time dubbed a l-in-1000 
year event — ravaged the 
old town situated in a ra¬ 
vine, destroying businesses 
and killing two people. 
Ellicott City's main street 
has recently reopened to 
vehicles and foot traffic 
but numerous properties 
are boarded up and the 
strenuous task of picking up 
the pieces goes on. Busi¬ 
nesses that did not sustain 
devastating damage have 
reopened their doors and 
are doing the best they 
can with what remains of 
the all-important summer 
season. 

Lexi Milani, who owned 
a restaurant that was so 
ravaged after the 2016 
flash flood that it never re¬ 
opened, said she was "un¬ 
believably sad" about the 
plans for razing properties 
on the hardest hit stretch 
of main street. But it's the 
sensible move after two 
deadly floods in less than 
two years, she said. 

"I accept that changes 
must be made and the 
town must be envisioned 
anew after this second 
catastrophic event," Milani 
said Thursday. 

Atleastone businessowner 
whose property is marked 
for demolition is not entire¬ 
ly convinced that tearing 
down buildings is neces¬ 
sary. 

Sally Fox Tennant, whose 
gutted crafts shop had its 
floors and inventory swept 
away in May, said authori¬ 
ties need to provide more 
supportO

HONOLULU (AP) — Hurri¬ 
cane Lane soaked Hawaii's 
Big Island on Thursday, 
dumping nearly 20 inches 
of rain in nearly 24 hours 
as residents stocked up on 
supplies and tried to pro¬ 
tect their homes ahead of 
the state's first hurricane 
since 1992. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice warned that Lane will 
get "perilously close" to Ha¬ 
waii and that some areas 
could see up to 30 inches 
(about 80 centimeters) be¬ 
fore the system passes. 

Lane was not projected to 
make direct hit on the is¬ 
lands, but officials warned 
that even a lesser blow 
could do significant harm. 
'You do not need a direct 
strike to have major im¬ 
pacts from a hurricane this 
strong," said Steve Gold¬ 
stein, a meteorologist at 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion in Washington. 

The centerof the Category 
4 storm was predicted to 
move close to or over por¬ 
tions of the main islands lat- 
erThursday or Friday, bring¬ 
ing dangerous surf of 20 
feet (6 meters) and a storm 
surge of up to 4 feet (1 me¬ 
ter), forecasters said. As of 
11 a.m., the hurricane was 
about 275 miles (460 kilo¬ 
meters) south of Honolulu. 
Lane "shifted a little closer 
to the islands, unfortunate¬ 
ly," meteorologist Melissa 
Dye said. "Big Island and 
Maui are in the thick of it

As Lane moved closer to 
the islands, itwasexpected 
to weaken more rapidly 
and turn toward the west. 
But it was unknown exactly 
when that would happen, 
forecasters said. 

Pablo Akira Beimler, who 
lives on the coast in Hono- 
kaa on the Big Island, said 
the road to Hilo was cut off 
due to landslides 
"Rain has been nonstop for 
the last half hourorso and 
winds are just starting to 
pick up," Beimler said as he 
posted videos of trees be¬ 
ing blown sideways. 'Our 
usually quiet stream is rag¬ 
ing right now." 

He said staying put is a bout 
the only choice he has. 

'We essentially have one 
way in and out of ourtowns 
so sheltering in place is the 
priority," Beimler said in a 
Twitter message. 

Two campers were report¬ 
ed trapped overnight in 
Waipio Valley, along the 
Big Island's northern coast. 
The campers called au¬ 
thorities Wednesday, but 
emergency crews could 
not mount a rescue opera¬ 
tion. 

'We can't go in because 
the roads — there's a river 
of water down there," said 
Hawaii County Managing 
Director Wil Okabe. Land¬ 
slides had closed some 
roads 

In addition, there were re¬ 
ports of bouldersfalling into 
a park in Hilo on the east 
side of the island, Okabe 
said. 


Shelters opened Wednes¬ 
day on the Big Island and 
on the islands of Maui, 
Molokai and Lanai. Officials 
urged those needing the 
Molokai shelterto get there 
soon because of concerns 
that the main highway on 
the island's south coast 
could become impassable. 
On the island of Oahu, 
shelters were scheduled 
to open Thursday. Aid 
agencies were also work¬ 
ing to help Hawaii's size¬ 
able homeless population, 
many of whom live near 
beaches and streams that 
could flood. 

Becausethere'snotenough 
shelter space statewide, 
Hawaii Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency Admin¬ 
istrator Tom Travis urged 
people who were not in 
flood zonesto stay home. 
On the island of Lanai, it 
was eerily dead still and 
gray, said Nick Palumbo II, 
who owns Lanai Surf School 
and Safari. 

"It's relatively like a regular 


day," he said by telephone. 
"I got friends calling me tell¬ 
ing me there's surf at the 
beach, and they're actual¬ 
ly going surfing right now." 
He won't be joining them 
and instead is staying 
home with his four children 
since there's no school. 
Palumbo is prepared for 
the storm after boarding 
up one large window and 
stocking up on snack food. 
He's also got a freezer full 
offish he'scaughton dives 
and deer he's hunted on 
the island to last them 
through the storm. 

"I don't have a generator, 
but I figure as things thaw 
out, if the electricity goes, 
we'll just get cooking," he 
said. 

The central Pacific gets 
fewer hurricanes than oth¬ 
er regions, with about only 
four or five named storms 
a year. Hawaii rarely gets 
hit. The last major storm to 
hit was Iniki in 1992. Others 
have come close in recent 
years. 


Napua Puaoi of Wailuku, 
Maui, said she and herhus- 
band planned on board¬ 
ing up their windows and 
sliding doors. She was 12 at 
the time of Hurricane Iniki. 
"When it did happen, I just 
remember pandemonium. 
It was all-out craziness," she 
said. 

Unlike Florida or Texas, 
where residents can get in 
their cars and drive hun¬ 
dreds of miles to safety, 
people in Hawaii are con¬ 
fined to the islands. They 
have to make sure they 
have enough supplies to 
outlast poweroutagesand 
other potential emergen¬ 
cies 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
moved several barges 
packed with food, water, 
generators and other sup¬ 
plies into the region ahead 
of Hurricane Hector, which 
skirted past the islands 
more than a week ago, 
FEMA Administrator Brock 
Long said.Q

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Autopsy finds Iowa student killed by 'sharp force injuries' 


BROOKLYN, Iowa (AP) — 

The Iowa college student 
who was allegedly ab¬ 
ducted by a stranger while 
running last month in a 
small Iowa town was killed 
by "multiple sharp force 
injuries," investigators an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 
Preliminary autopsy results 
from the state medical 
examiner's office also de¬ 
termined that 20-year-old 
Mollie Tibbetts was the vic¬ 
tim of a homicide, the Divi¬ 
sion of Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion announced in a press 
release. 

The agencydid notrelease 
additional details about 
the injuries Tibbetts suffered 
or what caused them, but 
said further examination of 
her body may result in ad¬ 
ditional findings. Autopsy 
reports are confidential 
underlowa law, exceptfor 
the cause and manner of 
death. 

The man charged with first- 
degree murder in Tibbetts' 
death, Cristhian Bahena 
Rivera, allegedly led inves¬ 
tigators to her body early 
Tuesday in a cornfield out¬ 
side of Brooklyn, Iowa, the 
town where she was last 
seen last month. While in¬ 
vestigators were confident 
then that the body was 
that of Tibbetts, the au¬ 
to psy d efinitive ly c o nfirmed 
he rid entity. 

Prosecutors allege that Ri¬ 
vera abducted Tibbetts 
while she was out for an 
evening run in Brooklyn on 
July 18, killed her and dis¬ 
posed of her body in the 
secluded location. 

A criminal complaint al¬ 
leges that Rivera con¬ 
fessed during a lengthy 
interrogation that began 
Monday to following Tib¬ 
betts in his car, getting out 
on foot and chasing after 
her. Rivera told investiga¬ 
tors that he panicked after 
Tibbetts threatened to call 
police on her cell phone, 
he blacked out and later 
came to when he was un¬ 
loading her bloody body 
from the trunk of a car, it 
says 

Rivera worked for the last 
four years at a dairy farm 
a few miles from where Tib¬ 
betts was last seen. He and 
Tibbetts have no known 
connections, other than 


that Rivera allegedly told 
investigators that he saw 
her running previously. In¬ 
vestigate rs zeroed in on him 
asthe suspectafterobtain- 
ing footage from surveil¬ 
lance cameras showing a 
vehicle connected to him 
circling the area of Tibbetts' 
running route. 

Earlier this week, investiga¬ 
tors said they were uncer¬ 
tain how Tibbetts was killed 
orwhethershe wassexually 
assaulted. They've made 
no mention of recovering 
a weapon linked to the 
death. 

Rivera, a native of Mexico 
who is suspected of being 
in the U.S. illegally, made 
his initial court appearance 
Wednesday and is being 
jailed on a $5 million cash- 
only bond. He faces life in 
prison without the possibility 
of parole if convicted. 
Within hours of the arrest, 
President Donald Trump 
seized on the news that Ri¬ 
vera was allegedly in the 
country illegally and called 
for stricter immigration 
laws And in an interview 
that aired Thursday, he told 
"Fox & Friends" that Tibbetts 
wasa "beautiful young girl" 
killed by a "horrible person 
that came in from Mexico, 
illegally here." 

Trump has claimed that 
people living in the U.S. ille¬ 
gally often commit crimes, 
but studies by social sci¬ 
entists and the libertarian 
Cato Institute reject that 
assertion. The studies show 
that states with higher 
shares of people living in 
the country illegally have 
lower violent crime rates 
The president also said the 
suspect was 'found by" 
agents from Immigrations 
and Customs Enforcement, 
an agency that some liber¬ 
als have called forabolish- 
ing because of tacticsthey 
view as overly harsh. An ICE 
spokesman said Thursday 
that its agents worked with 
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state and local investiga¬ 
tors in "identifying, locating 
and interviewing the sus¬ 
pect." 

Division of Criminal Inves¬ 
tigation spokesman Mitch 
Mortvedt agreed that ICE 
played a "significant role" 
in the case, particularly in 
helping confirm Rivera's 
identity and immigration 
status. 

Rivera's defense attorney, 
Allan Richards, has de¬ 
nounced Trump for pre¬ 
judging his client's guilt, 
saying the president's com¬ 
ments would make it hard 
for Rivera to get a fair trial. 
"Let's let the process go," 
he said Thursday. 'The pro¬ 
cess is about truth-finding 
in a rational, peaceful and 
efficient manner. We're 
only at the very preliminary 
stages'O

ROME (AP) — A delega¬ 
tion from Italy's rights office 
on Thursday visited the 150 
migrants who have been 
kept onboard a coast 
guard vessel for days and 
concluded they were be¬ 
ing held unjustly. 

The comments challenge 
Italy's anti-migrant interior 
minister, who has declared 
that no migrants whom he 
considers "illegal" will set 
foot in a Sicilian port. 
Daniela de Robert, the 
rights delegation chief, 
spoke after a three-hour 
visit aboard the Italian 
coast guard vessel Diciotti, 
which is docked in Cata¬ 
nia on the Mediterranean 
island of Sicily. 

She told Sky 11324 TV that 
the migrants on the boat 
come from countries that 
could make them eligible 
for international protection. 
She said nearly 90 percent 
are from Eritrea, while the 
others are from Syria, Su¬ 
dan and Somalia. 

"We found whatwe thought 


we'd find: personsdeprived 
of freedom without any 
measure from judicial au¬ 
thorities," the Italian news 
agency ANSA quoted her 
assaying. 

She described the situation 


as a rights violation that 
would be brought to the 
attention of prosecutors in 
Sic ily. 

The office's formal title is 
"national guarantor of the 
rights of persons detained 


ordeprived of personal lib¬ 
erty." 

The Diciotti rescued the 
migrants on Aug. 16 af¬ 
ter they set sail from Libya 
in an unseaworthy boat 
launched by human traf¬ 


fickers. Shortly afterthe res¬ 
cue at sea, 13 people with 
health problems, including 
children, were evacuated 
to a hospital. On Wednes¬ 
day night, 27 unaccompa¬ 
nied minors, all teenagers, 
were allowed to disembark 
in Catania following an ap¬ 
peal by a juvenile court 
judge. 

A psychologist who met 
with the minors said many 
were males from Eritrea 
who had been detained 
forlong periods in Libya. 
'One boy couldn't see well, 
he constantly was trying to 
focus when his eyes were 
hit by light," said Nathalie 
Leiba, a psychologist with 
Doctors without Borders. 
The boy explained that he 
had been keptfora yearin 
darkness. 

Interior Minister Matteo Sal- 
vini on Thursday described 
those aboard as "illegal 
immigrants," and said they 
won't be allowed to step 
foot on Italian soil. Instead, 
he insisted fellow European 
Union nations take in some 
of the asylum-seekersO 


Man kills mother, sister; France seesno apparent terror tie

TRAPPED Ranee (AP) — A 

man with severe psychiat¬ 
ric problems killed his moth¬ 
er and sister and seriously 
injured another woman in 
a knife attack Thursday in 
a town near Paris, officials 
said. 

French police shot and 
killed the man soon after¬ 
ward. 

The Islamic State group, 
which has a history of op¬ 
portunistic claims, swiftly 
claimed responsibility for 
the attack. 

French authorities weren't 
currently treating the morn¬ 
ing knife attack in Trappes, 
west of Paris, as a terrorism 
case, Interior Minister Ge¬ 
rard Collomb said after vis¬ 
iting the scene. He noted 
the attacker suffered from 
serious mental health issues 
although he had also been 
flagged for glorifying terror¬ 
ism. 

However, officials were not 
ruling out a terrorism link in 
the early stage of the inves¬ 
tigation. The prosecutor's 


office in Versailles, handling 
the case, said in a state¬ 
ment Thursday evening 
that motive for the killings 
"remains uncertain." 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Frederic de Lanouvelle said 
until the investigation ad¬ 


vances it won't be clear 
"100 percent" whether the 
attack at the family home 
was strictly a family drama 
orwas linked to terrorism. 
Collomb said the man killed 
hismotheratherhome and 
stabbed the other women 


outside. Still wielding the 
knife, he then ignored po¬ 
lice wamingsand wasshot 
and killed, the ministersaid. 
He described the man 
as "unstable, rather than 
someone who was en¬ 
gaged, someone who 


could respond, for exam¬ 
ple, to orders and instruc¬ 
tions from a terrorist orga¬ 
nization, in particular from 
Daesh (Islamic State)." 

Said Segreg, a long-time 
friend of the attacker 
named him as Kamel Salhi, 
36. He said Salhi had no 
obvious problems, didn't 
abuse d rugs ora Icohol and 
wasn't fervently religious. 

A government official con¬ 
firmed Salhi's name and 
age, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because he 
wasn't authorized to discuss 
such details publicly. 

Salhi was divorced and liv¬ 
ing with his mother, said 
Adama Traore, anotherac- 
quaintance in Trappes. 
Investigators remained at 
the scene hours after the 
slayings, taking a bag and 
sate he Is from the home. 

"It seems, but I can't con¬ 
firm 100 percent because 
the investigation is continu¬ 
ing ... that this affair is more 
a family drama than a ter¬ 
rorist attack," spokesman

LONDON (AP) — Businesses 
could face red tape at the 
border, customers could 
see higher credit card fees, 
patients could endure de¬ 
lays to medical treatment 
and there could even be 
a sperm shortage if Britain 
leaves the European Union 
next year without a deal, 
the U.K. government ac¬ 
knowledged Thursday. 

But Prime Minister "Theresa 
May's Conservative gov¬ 
ernment vowed it would 
limit the instability that 
could be triggered by a 
disorderly Brexit, releas¬ 
ing documents outlining its 
plans to cope. 

Even if Britain crashes out 
of the bloc next year with¬ 
out a trade deal, its plans 
include unilaterally ac¬ 
cepting some EU rules and 
giving EU financial services 
firms continued access to 
the U.K. market. 

Brexit Secretary Dominic 
Raab said Britain was de¬ 
termined to "manage the 
risks and embrace the op¬ 
portunities" of Brexit. 

'We have made clear 
that if negotiations don't 
achieve the optimum out¬ 
come, we will continue to 
be a responsible European 
neighbor and partner," he 
said in a speech Thursday 
to business leaders in Lon¬ 
don. 

With seven months un¬ 
til Britain leaves the EU on 
March 29, negotiations on 
divorce terms and future 
trade have bogged down 
amid infighting within May's 
divided government about 
how close an economic re¬ 
lationship to seek with the 
EU. 


The government insists 
it's confident of getting a 
deal, but is preparing for 
all outcomes. On Thursday 
it published the first 25 of 
more than 70 papers cov¬ 
ering "no-deal"planning for 
sectors including financial 
services, medicines and 
nuclear materials. The rest 
are to be released by the 
end of September. 

The documents urge peo¬ 
ple and businesses not to 
be alarmed, and say the 
government will work to 
"minimize any disruption to 
the economy." 

The papers say Britain will 
allow EU financial services 
firms continued "passport- 
ing" rights to operate in the 
U.K. for up to three years, 
even if no agreement is 
reached with the EU — al¬ 
though it can't guarantee 
that the bloc will let U.K. 


companies operate there. 
That could leave British re¬ 
tirees living in EU countries 
unable to receive their 
pensions 

Raab said Britain would 
take "unilateral action to 
maintain as much continu¬ 
ity as possible" and insisted 
that 'Tor the vast majority 
of consumers in this coun¬ 
try, there's not going to be 
much change atall." 

He dismissed alarming 
headlines suggesting the 
U.K. could run out of sand¬ 
wich supplies and other 
staples because of eco¬ 
nomic barriers between 
Britain and the EU, its big¬ 
gest trading partner. 

'You will still be able to en¬ 
joy a BLTafter Brexit," Raab 
said. But the documents 
reveal the possible scale 
of disruption to the British 
econo my and daily life that 


could follow Brexit. 

Britain will need new regu¬ 
latory bodies to carry out 
functions currently done 
by the EU, and British busi¬ 
nesses that now trade free¬ 
ly with the bloc will face 
new paperwork if there is 
no deal. 

For goods going to and 
coming in from the EU, "an 
import declaration will be 
required, customs checks 
may be arrived out and 
a ny c usto ms d uties must b e 
paid," one document says. 
And one of the thorniest 
questions — how to main¬ 
tain an open border, free 
of customs posts, between 
EU member Ireland and the 
U.K.'sNorthern Ireland — re¬ 
mains unanswered. 

"We will provide more infor¬ 
mation in due course," is a II 
the documents say. 

The government said the 


U.K. will recognize EU stan- 
dardsfortesting medicines, 
so drugs from the bloc 
won't need to be re-tested 
in the U.K. But new drugs 
and treatments would still 
need approval from the 
U.K. medicines regulator 
before they could be sold 
in Britain. 

Steve Bates, chief execu¬ 
tive of the U.K. Bio indus¬ 
try Association, said that 
meant British patients 
"would get access to new 
therapies later than other 
countries in Europe." 

Brexit could also affect the 
supply of semen for fertility 
treatment, the papers say. 
Almost half of Britain's do¬ 
nor sperm currently comes 
from EU member Denmark. 
If there's no deal, Britain will 
be outside the EU's direc¬ 
tive on organs, tissues and 
cells, and U.K. fertility clinics 
will need to strike new writ¬ 
ten agreements with their 
suppliers. 

The papers reveal that Brit¬ 
ish organic farmers won't 
be able to export their pro¬ 
duce to the EU unless the 
bloc certifies U.K. standards 
— a processthat can't start 
until after Brexit and takes 
nine months. And the wide¬ 
ly recognized organic logo 
plastered acrosseverything 
from vegetables to beef 
belongs to the EU, so U.K. 
producers will no longerbe 
able to use it. 

Cigarette packaging also 
will have to be redesigned, 
because the EU holds the 
copyright on the photos of 
diseased lungs and other 
off-putting images embla¬ 
zoned on the packs. 

And millions of Britons could 
find online shopping more 
expensive. □ 
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Irish church's la II from grace haunts pope's Ireland trip

BLESSING ION, Ireland (AP) 

— When St. John Paul II 
visited Ireland in 1979, the 
Catholic Church wielded 
such power that homo¬ 
sexuality, divorce, abortion 
and contraception were 
barely spoken of, much less 
condoned. Catholic bish¬ 
ops had advised the au¬ 
thors of Ireland's constitu¬ 
tion, and still held sway. 
Today, as Pope Franc is pre- 
pa res to visit, the Catholic 
Church enjoys no such in¬ 
fluence. 

As once-isolated Ireland 
experienced a tide of 
secularism and economic 
boom thatopened it to the 
world, the church largely 
lost its centrality in Irish life. 
Then the c hurt h — while still 
maintaining a stronghold 
on education and health 
care in Ireland — lost its 
moral credibility following 
revelations of the wide¬ 
spread sexual abuse of 
children in its churches, the 
physical torture of young¬ 
sters in its schools and the 
humiliation of women in its 
workhouses 


If that weren't enough, an 
amateur Irish historian re¬ 
searching the deaths of 
some 800 youngsters dis¬ 
covered a mass grave in a 
sewage area at a church- 
run orphanage where the 
children had been sent. 
Their sin for being exiled to 
the home and buried in 


an unmarked grave? The 
shame of having been 
bom to an unwed mother. 
Francis will be confronted 
with that haunting past 
when he visits Ireland this 
weekend to close out the 
Vatican's big Catholic fam¬ 
ily rally. The event, sched¬ 
uled three years ago, had 
been aimed at boosting 
the church's visibility and 
voice, but a fresh wave of 
scandal across the Atlan¬ 
tic has overshadowed the 
visit. 

"I have no trouble nailing 
my colors to the mast that 
I am a practicing Catho¬ 
lic," said Carmel Dillon, 
principal of St. Mary's junior 
school in the picturesque 
town of Blessington, south¬ 
west of Dublin. "However, it 
is becoming more difficult 
in circles to state that you 
are a Catholic." 

Ahead of the visit, a "Say 
Nope to the Pope" cam¬ 
paign has attracted a 
strong following and 
peaceful protests have 
been planned. Posters 
were put up around Dublin 
featuring an upside-down 
Holy See flag to "depict the 
lifelong suffering and an¬ 
guish that clerical sexual 
abuse has left." 

Vatican spokesman Greg 
Burke said Francis knows 
well that "any trip to Ireland 
was not only going to be 
about the family." But he 
said family life would still be

the focus, even if Francis 
will be meeting with abuse 
victims during his 36-hour 
visit. 

Cardinal Kevin Farrell, the 
Irish-bom, U.S.-raised offi¬ 
cial in charge of Catholic 
familiesatthe Vatican, said 
he expected that Francis 
would speak out about all 
kinds of abuses suffered 
by the Irish, including fami¬ 
lies who lost children dur¬ 
ing 'the troubles," Northern 
Ireland's decades-long 
bloody sectarian conflict. 

"I do not think that these 
wounds are easily healed," 
Farrell told the AP. "I do 
think, though, that it's time 
forthe church once again 
to make itself known, in a 
new image of the church. 
An image that's more 
open, more caring, more 
understanding of the real¬ 
ity of the lives of people to¬ 
day." 

That is not the Catholic 
Church of Ire land'spa st. 
Over the last 10 years, a 
series of government-initi¬ 
ated investigations have 
uncovered the horrific se¬ 
crets that the Irish church 
had long sought to bury, 
like the remains of children 
at the Bon Secours mother 
and baby home in Tuam, 
County Galway. 

The reports have detailed 
how tens of thousands of 
children suffered wide- 
ranging abuses in church- 
run workhouse-style insti¬ 


tutions, how Irish bishops 
shuttled known pedophiles 
around the country and 
to unwitting parishes in the 
U.S. and Australia, and how 
Dublin bishopsd id n'ttell po¬ 
lice of any crimes by clerics 
until forced to by lawsuits in 
the mid-1990s. 

The Irish church eventually 
unveiled a policy requiring 
the mandatory reporting of 
all suspected sex crimes to 
police, but the policy was 
rejected by the Vatican in 
1997. 

That position, combined 
with the Vatican's refusal 
to cooperate in the fact¬ 
finding probes, prompted 
one of the inquiries to find 
the Vatican itself culpable 
in promoting a culture of 
cover-up. 

In response, Ireland's then- 
Prime Minister Enda Kenny 
issued a blistering attack 
on the Vatican in Parlia¬ 
ment in 2011, accusing it of 
downplaying the rape of 
children to protect its own 
powerand reputation. 
Kenny's speech, in which 
he denounced 'the dys¬ 
function, disconnection, 
elitism ...the narcissism that 
dominate the culture of the 
Vatican to this day," led to 
a diplomatic standoff that 
only really ended when 
Ireland re-opened the Vati¬ 
can embassy in 2014 after 
closing it for nearly three 
years. 

Irish academics see Ken¬ 
ny's speech as the final nail 
in the coffin of the once- 
symbiotic relationship of 
church and state that had 
so characterized Irish life. 

It was "a moment that en¬ 
capsulated the fall from 
grace of an institution 
which had hitherto been 
culturally indistinguishable 
from Ireland as a nation," 
according to the 2017 
book 'Tracing the Cultural 
Legacy of Irish Catholicism: 
From Galway to Cloyne 
and Beyond." 

In the years since Kenny's 
speech, Irish voters have 
overturned the country's 
constitutional ban on abor¬ 
tion and legalized same- 
sex marriage. And in the 
yearsafterj ohn Paul's 1979 
visit, Ireland decriminalized

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South Afiica blasts Trump over racially divisive tweet

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 

South Africa's government 
lashed out at President 
Donald Trump on Thursday 
after he tweeted that his 
administration would be 
looking into farm seizures 
and the "large scale killing 
of fanners" in the country. 
"Fhe government said 
Trump's tweet was based 
on 'false information" and 
reflected a "narrow per¬ 
ception which only seeks 
to divide our nation and 
reminds us of our colo¬ 
nial past." It was meeting 
with the U.S. Embassy as it 
sought to clarify Trump's re¬ 
marks 

South Africa is in the throes 
of a racially charged na¬ 
tional debate overland re¬ 
form, a lawful process that 
seeks to correctthe legacy 
of decades of white minor¬ 
ity rule that stripped blacks 
of their land. 

Today, nearly a quarter- 
century after the first dem¬ 
ocratic elections, black 
South Africans comprise 80 
percent of the population 
but own just 4 percent of 
the country's land, accord¬ 
ing to the government. 
Though the ruling African 
National Congress, which 
has been in power since 
1994, has pledged to close 
that gap, progress has 
been slow. In J uly, Presi¬ 
dent Cyril Rama phosa said 
his party would amend the 
constitution so the state 
could expropriate land 
without compensation to 


speed up the land reform 
process. 

Debate over the issue has 
grown ahead of next year's 
election. 

Trump's tweet followed a 
segment on Fox News on 
Wednesday in which host 
Tucker Carlson claimed 
Ramaphosa had already 
started "seizing land from 
his own citizens without 
compensation because 
they are the wrong skin 
color," calling the alleged 
seizures "immoral." 

Though South Africa's con¬ 
stitution has not yet been 
amended and the govern¬ 
ment has not seized any 
major agricultural land, the 
prospect has sent panic 
through some white farm¬ 
ing communities who worry 
the policy will strip them 


of their land, cause land 
prices to plummet or make 
them the target of poten¬ 
tially violent land seizures. 
Foryears, a small but vocal 
group of white South Afri¬ 
cans have claimed white 
farmers are the target of 
violent, racially motivated 
farm attacks 

Experts say the attacks re- 
flectthe country'sgenerally 
high crime rate and that 
there is no evidence con¬ 
necting them to victims' 
race. 

Farm murders have been 
declining since their peak 
in 2001, according to re¬ 
search by Agri SA, an um¬ 
brella group of South Afri¬ 
can agricultural associa¬ 
tions. In 2016-17, there were 
74 murders during farm 
attacks, according to Af¬ 


rica Check , compared to 
19,000 murders across the 
country in the same period. 
"People are not being tar¬ 
geted because of their 
race, but bee a use they a re 
vulnerable and isolated on 
the farms,"said Gareth Ne¬ 
wham, head of the crime 
and justice program at the 
Institute for Security Studies 
in the capital, Pretoria. 
'There is no white geno¬ 
cide in South Africa," J ulius 
Malema, leader of the op¬ 
position Economic Free¬ 
dom Fighters party, told 
reporters. 'There is black 
genocide in the USA; black 
people are killed every 
day. There isa blackgeno- 
cide here in South Africa; 
just recently a fanner was 
convicted for the murder 
of a black fanner." 


Trump'stweetdid find some 
supporters. 

AfriForum, a group that 
represents some white 
South African interests, 
welcomed his comments 
In May, its leaders went 
to the U.S. to lobby institu¬ 
tions and politicians about 
Rama phosa's proposal to 
expropriate land and the 
alleged targeting of white 
farmers. 

Earlier this month the group 
posted a list of fa rms it sa id 
were earmarked for expro¬ 
priation, a list that the gov¬ 
ernment said wasfake. 
"Everyone in South Africa 
should . hope thatthe pres¬ 
sure from the USA will lead 
to the (ruling party) re¬ 
considering the disastrous 
route that they want to 
take South Africa on," Afri¬ 
Forum's C EO Kallie Krielsaid 
in a statement on Thursday. 
AfriForum and other critics 
say the government's pro¬ 
posal to expropriate land 
without compensation 
could lead to economic 
disaster, pointing to the 
collapse of the agricultural 
sector in neighboring Zim¬ 
babwe after the govern¬ 
ment of former President 
Robert Mugabe began 
seizing white-owned farms, 
sometimes violently, in 
2000. 

'We are going to take back 
the land and we'll do it by 
any means necessary," 
said Undsay Maasdorp, na¬ 
tional spokesman for Black 
First Land First, a group that 
condones land seizures in

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Brazilian presidential candidate considers skipping debates

SAO PAULO (AP) — A lead¬ 
ing right-wing presidential 
candidate in Brazil ap¬ 
peared to backtrack Thurs¬ 
day on his initial decision 
to skip all seven remaining 
debates before the Oct. 
7 election, saying that he 
may participate in three. 
Earlier, an attomeyforCon- 
gressman Jair Bolsonaro 
said that the candidate 
would not attend the re¬ 
maining debates because 
they did not add to the 
race. 

After a campaign event in 
the countryside of Sao Pau¬ 
lo state, the congressman 
latersaid he could not "lose 
contact with the people." 

"I can't be in a studio, there 
are 40 days to the elec¬ 
tion," Bolsonaro told jour¬ 
nalists. He said he wouldn't 
attend all the debates, but 
his "idea" was to make an 
appearance at some. 

The public vacillation 
comes after a poll showed 
a spike in the number of 


Brazilians who wouldn't 
vote for Bolsonaro under 
any circumstances follow¬ 
ing two recently debates. 
Bolsonaro's performances 
were loved by hardcore 
fans, but were criticized by 


moderate politicians and 
voters who he needs to 
win over. The congressman 
was only mildly targeted on 
both occasions by seven 
opponents. 

A Datafolha poll published 


Wednesday shows jailed 
former President Luiz Inacio 
Lula da Silva with support 
among 39 percent of those 
surveyed, but he is likely to 
be barred from seeking of¬ 
fice because of a corrup¬ 


tion conviction. He denies 
any wrongdoing and was 
not allowed to participate 
in the debates despite 
leading the polls. 

Bolsonaro is running second 
at 19 percent, which is far 
ahead offormerSao Paulo 
Mayor Fernando Haddad, 
who is da Silva's likely re¬ 
placement and choice for 
vice president. 

The same Datafolha poll 
said 39 percent of voters 
would never choose Bolso¬ 
naro. It a Iso showed that 43 
percentofwomen wouldn't 
support him, a major con¬ 
cern for the congressman 
in a country where females 
comprise 52 percent of the 
electorate. 

During both debates, Bol¬ 
sonaro argued that free 
market policies, not the 
government, should regu¬ 
late how much women are 
paid. The Datafolha poll, 
which has margin of error 
of 2 percentage points, 
was based on interviews 
with 8,433 people between 
Aug. 20and 210

(AP) — Argentine authori¬ 
ties carried out raids at 
homes owned by former 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez on Thursday as part of 
a case investigating wide¬ 
spread corruption. 
Fernandez, who is now a 
senator, hasbeen accused 
of orchestrating a bribe 
scheme in the granting of 
public works contracts that 
has ensnared many of Ar¬ 
gentina's former officials 
and business elite. 

She wasamong the 67sen¬ 
ators who approved the 
raids on three of her own 
properties late Wednesday 
following a request by a 
federal judge. 

But it was unclear what in¬ 
vestigators hoped to find as 
they searched in an apart¬ 
ment located in the Argen¬ 
tine capital with the assis¬ 
tance of a K-9 unit. 

A crowd of journalists, curi¬ 
ous onlookers and support- 
ersofthe ex-president gath¬ 


ered outside while at least 
a dozen police officersand 
other authorities wearing 
white jumpsuitsand blue la¬ 
tex gloves looked through 
the residence. Authorities 
later arrived at one of Fer¬ 
nandez's homes in southern 


Santa Cruz province. 

The alleged scheme is 
based on an investiga¬ 
tion by a local newspaper 
into corruption during the 
administrations of Fernan¬ 
dez and her late husband, 
Nestor Kirchner. The inves¬ 


tigation found that some¬ 
one who helped deliver 
bags of cash to former of¬ 
ficials in exchange for pub¬ 
lic contracts from 2005 to 
2015 kept detailed note¬ 
books. Fernandez's private 
address and the presiden¬ 


tial residence were alleg¬ 
edly among the places the 
money wassent. 

Under a plea bargain 
agreement, several busi¬ 
nessmen have admitted to 
paying bribes, and so far, 
at least 16 people have 
been arrested in the case. 
They include leaders of 
construction companies 
and former officials who 
served in Fema ndez's 2007- 
2015 administration. 
Fernandez's senatorial seat 
gives her immunity from 
prosecution. She denies 
any wrongdoing and says 
that she is being politically 
persecuted by a judge in¬ 
fluenced by President Mau- 
ricio Macri to distract Ar¬ 
gentines from the country's 
economic turmoil.

tive trend, despite show¬ 
ing signs of slowing. As on 
previous occasions, there 
is great heterogeneity 
among the various coun¬ 
tries and subregions, since 
South America is expected 
to grow 1.2% in 2018, while 
Central America will notch 
3.4%growth and the Carib¬ 
bean 1.7% With regard to 
countries, the Dominican 
Republic and Panama will 
lead the region's growth, 
with increases in Gross Do¬ 
mestic Product (GDP) of 
5.4%and 5.2% respective¬ 
ly, followed by Paraguay 
(4.4%), Bolivia (4.3%), Anti¬ 
gua and Barbuda (4.2%), 
and Chile and Honduras 
(both with 3.9%). 

The Economic Survey adds 
that this regional growth 
is occurring in a complex 
global scenario, charac¬ 
terized by trade disputes 
between the United States, 
China and other nations; 
growing geopolitical risks; 
a decline in capital flows 
toward emerging markets 
in the last few months and 
a rise in sovereign risk levels; 
depreciations of local cur¬ 
rencies against the dollar; 
and a global economic ex¬ 
pansion that is tending to 
lose momentum. 

The report indicates that 
Latin America's tax collec¬ 
tion will hold steady in 2018 
at around 17.8% of GDP 
(versus the 17.9% recorded 
in 2017), while average in¬ 
flation will remain within 
expected values (6.5% to 
J une versus the 5.3% seen 
in 2017, excluding Ven¬ 
ezuela). Meanwhile, the 
regional urban unemploy¬ 
ment rate has stopped 
growing and is forecast at 
9.2% just below the 9.3% 
seen last year, thanks to 
greatercreation of salaried 
employment (1.4% in the 
first quarter of 2018, after 
totaling 0.3%in 2017). 

"Our region continues to 
grow, although at a slower 
pace than what was pro¬ 
jected several monthsago, 


despite international turbu¬ 
lence. That is positive but it 
demandsthatwe redouble 
our efforts to prompt a re¬ 
activation, without resort¬ 
ing to excessive fiscal ad¬ 
justments Regional inte¬ 
gration can play an impor¬ 
tant role here, and we must 
aim in that direction," said 
the Executive Secretary of 
the Economic Commission 
for Latin America and the 
Caribbean (ECLAC), Alicia 
Barcena. 

In this edition, ECLAC's re¬ 
port dedicates the major¬ 
ity of its chapters to a pro¬ 
found a na lysis of the evolu¬ 
tion of investment in Latin 
America and the Caribbe- 
an between 1995 and 2017, 
with its stylized facts, main 
determinants and policy 
challenges. It indie atesthat 
the region has increased its 
investment levels in the last 
two decades, closing the 
existing gap with other re¬ 
gions of the world. It warns, 
however, that additional 
efforts are needed to pro¬ 
mote the productive link¬ 
ages of this investment a nd 
thereby bolster economic 
growth. 

The Survey indicates that 
between 1995 and 2017, 
gross fixed capital forma¬ 
tion (fixed investment) 
rose from 18.5% to 20.2% 
as a proportion of the re¬ 
gion's GDP, even though 
starting in 2012 investment 
momentum has tended to 
decelerate. This behavior 
reflects three economic 
cycles in this period: from 
1995 to 2002, 2003 to 2008, 
a nd 2009 to 2017. The study 
adds that the construction 
sector had the greatest 
participation in investment 
in the time fra me a na lyzed, 
with 67.5% of total invest¬ 
ment. Nonetheless, ma¬ 
chinery and equipment 
appear as the most dy¬ 
namic component in that 
period, since investment in 
that area went from rep¬ 
resenting 4.7% of GDP in 
1995-2003 to 8.1% in 2010- 
2016. "This is positive for 
the region, since it allows 
for incorporating greater 
technological content and 
laying the foundations for 
improving productivity and 
sustaining growth," the re¬ 
port indicates-^

NEW YORK (AP) — Serena 
and Venus Williams could 
be headed toward their 
earliest Grand Slam meet¬ 
ing in 20years, facing a po¬ 
tential third-round match¬ 
up at the U.S. Open. 

If the sisters do play each 
other, the winner might 
face No. 1-ranked Simona 
Halep in the fourth round. 
That section of the wom¬ 
en's bracket, and a pos¬ 
sible Roger Federer-Novak 
Djokovic quarterfinal show¬ 
down in the men's, provid¬ 
ed the most intrigue when 
the bracketswere revealed 
at Thursday's draw for the 
last major of the year. 

This marks Serena's return 
to Flushing Meadows af¬ 
ter missing the hard-court 
tournament in 2017 — she 
gave birth to her daughter 
last Sept. 1. 

The 36-year-old American 
has won six of her 23 Grand 
Slam titles at the U.S. Open 
and was given the No. 17 
seed by the U.S. Tennis As¬ 
sociation — nine places 
above her current ranking. 


Venus, who won five of her 
seven Grand Slam singles 
trophies in New York, is 
ranked and seeded 16th. 
She faces a tricky first- 
round match against Svet¬ 
lana Kuznetsova, whose 
two major championships 
include the 2004 U.S. Open. 


Kuznetsova was given a 
wild-card entry forthe tour¬ 
nament, where main-draw 
play beginsMonday. 
Serena's opener comes 
against 60th-ranked Mag¬ 
da Linette of Poland. Should 
the Williams siblings both 
make it to the third round, 


they would play each oth¬ 
er at a Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament sooner than they 
have since Venus beat Ser¬ 
ena in the second round at 
the 1998 Australian Open 
— their very first head-to- 
head match on tour. 
They've gone on to play a 


total of 29 times — Serena 
leads 17-12 — and that in¬ 
cludes nine a ll-in-the-fa ro¬ 
ily Grand Slam finals, most 
recently at the 2017 Aus¬ 
tralian Open. In the men's 
field, No. 1-ranked and de¬ 
fending champion Rafael 
Nadal opens a gainst David 
Ferrer in an all-Spanish re¬ 
match of their 2013 French 
Open final. No. 2 Federer 
plays Japan's Yoshihito 
Nishioka in the first round. 
Federer lost in the quarter- 
fina Is la st yea r a nd this time 
in that round could face 
No. 6 seed Djokovic, the 
Wimbledon champion who 
beat him two weeksago in 
a tuneup and isconsidered 
a tournament favorite after 
having to miss it last year 
because of injury. 

Nadal, however, isn't sure 
there is one. 

'Of course Novak and Rog¬ 
er, they are doing very well 
a nd espec ia lly they like the 
hard courts,"he said during 
the draw ceremony by the 
Hudson Riverin LowerMan- 
hattan. "Let's see. Let's see 
what'sgoing on.'O

Smith like family almost 
cost one of the most ac¬ 
complished coaches in 
college football his job. A 
case can be made that it 
should have. Instead, Mey¬ 
er is suspended forthe first 
three gamesthisseason. 

It's OK to run your football 
program as a family right 
up until the point when it 
gets dysfunctional. When 
families are confronted 
with a troubled or trouble¬ 
some relative, they tend to 
close ranks. They search for 
solutions within and often 
look to mom and dad to 
clean up the mess. 

Meyer thought he knew 
best how to handle Smith, 
a formerplayerforhim and 
the grandson of his mentor, 
the late Ohio State coach 
Earle Bruce. 

Instead of acting like the 
vice president in charge 
of football for THE Ohio 
State University, and pro¬ 
tecting the employer that 
pays him millions to be the 
face of a $7 billion institu¬ 
tion, Meyer's instinct wasto 
shield his family. 


"As I reflect, my loyalty to 
his grandfather likely im¬ 
pacted the way I treated 
Zhch Smith," Meyer said 
Wednesday night, part of 
a dispassionate reading of 
a statement. "I should have 
demanded more from him 
and recognized red flags" 
The red flags started in 
2009 when Sch Smith was 
arrested in Gainesville, Flor¬ 
ida, where he wasworking 
for Meyer and the Gators. 
Smith allegedly picked up 
his pregnant wife, Court¬ 
ney, and threw heragainst 
a wall. He deniesthat. 

The family closed ranks. 
Courtney decided not to 
press charges. Meyer and 
his wife sent the couple 
for counseling and came 
away doubtful of her al¬ 
legations, according to 
the report delivered by in¬ 
dependent investigators 
into Meyer's handling of 
domestic violence a nega¬ 
tions against Tac h Smith. 
After Meyer hired Smith 
at Ohio State in 2011, one 
thing after another could 
have led to Smith being 
fired for simply being bad 
at his job. The investigation 
called it a "pattern of trou¬ 


bling behavior." 

Smith brought a high 
school coach to a strip 
club while on a recruiting 
trip. Meyer warned him to 
notdo itagain. 

Smith had credit cards 
declined when setting up 
recruiting tripsand wasde- 
linquent in paying forother 
expenses. Meyer said he 
vaguely remembered 
those issues 

While Smith's mania ge 
was falling apart, his per¬ 
formance at work suf¬ 
fered. He was late and 


no-showed on some re¬ 
sponsibilities, the report 
said. Meyer's boss, athletic 
director Gene Smith, rec¬ 
ommended Smith be fired. 
He wasn't. 

In 2016, Meyer directed 
Zhch Smith into a drug 
treatment facility. Meyer 
did not tell Gene Smith 
about this — or that 2009 
arrest in Florida. 

So it should be no surprise 
when confronted with al¬ 
legations Tac h Smith physi¬ 
cally assaulted his wife in 
2015, Meyer merely scold¬ 


ed Smith and threatened 
to fire him if Meyer found 
out he hit Courtney Smith. 
Charges were neverfiled. 
Last month, Meyer final¬ 
ly fired Zhch Smith after 
Courtney Smith received 
a protective order against 
her ex-husband. Accord¬ 
ing to investigators, Meyer 
texted his agent that his 
plan for Big Ten media day 
wasto keep the reasons in- 
house. "I will nottell media," 
Meyerwrote. 

The text Meyer got back 
from his agent: only "a 
matter of time before he 
did something that did 
substantial harm to you or 
the program." 

Too late. 

'While we do not doubt 
that Coach Meyer re¬ 
spects women and isdedi- 
cated to fostering an en¬ 
vironment of respect for 
women in hisprogram,"the 
report said, "his apparent 
blind spot for Zhch Smith 
seems to have impaired 
his judgment and his man¬ 
agement of the behavior 
of at least one of his assis¬ 
tants" That blind spot now 
leaves a permanent mark 
on Meyer'slegacy.Q

PARAMUSy N.J . (AP) — Tiger 
Woods failed to carry any 
momentum he had from 
his last tournament into the 
start of the Fed Ex Cup play¬ 
offs. 

Neither did Sean O'Hair. 
That was only good news 
forone of them Thursday in 
The Northern Trust. 

O'Hair missed the cut last 
week and saw his FedEx 
Cup standing slip to No. 
121, meaning he hasto play 
well this week or his season 
is over. His immediate goal 
is to advance to the third 
stage of events because 
the BMW Championship is 
at Aronimink outside Phila¬ 
delphia, where O'Hair is a 
member. 

He drilled a 3-wood from 
284yardsto 6feetforeagle 
on No. 3. He hammered an¬ 
other 3-wood on the par-5 
17th to 10 feet, settling for 
a two-putt birdie. That car¬ 
ried O'Hairto a 5-under66, 
giving him a share of the 
lead with Kevin Tway, Ja¬ 
mie Lovemarkand Vaughn 
Taylor. 

"I'm obviously very disap¬ 
pointed that I'm not in a 
better position, but I'm kind 
of in charge of my destiny," 
O'Hair said. "If I play good 
golf I'm just going to work 
into the next week." 

Woods, playing for the first 
time since his runner-up fin¬ 
ish at the PGA Champion¬ 
ship, had a pair of birdies, 
a pair of bogeys, a lot of 
pars and a 71. He was five 
shots behind and in a tie for 
60th. After a rough start off 
the tee, Woods wound up 
hitting nine of 14 fairways 
He just never got it close 
enough for good looks at 
birdie. 

'Just didn't have the situ¬ 
ations where I had the full 
club and I could go ahead 
and take a rip at it and 
start being aggressive and 
going after these flags," 
Woods said. "I kept having 
to play a little defensive 
because Iwastaking more 
c lub, trying to sha pe it a nd 
take spin off. One of those 
days." 

Woods is back in the FedEx 
Cup playoffs for the first 
time in five yea rs, a nd it wa s 
his first time at Ridgewood 
Country Club since 2010. 
Thousands came to watch 


him play, and they heard 
plenty of cheers from the 
group behind him. 

Dustin J ohnson rimmed out 
a 6-iron on the par-3 sixth 
for one of his seven birdies 
to offset a triple bogey for 
a 67. U.S. Open and PGA 
champion Brooks Koepka 
ran off four birdies and an 
eagle for his 67. Fed Ex Cup 
champion Justin Thomas 
had fourbirdiesin hisround 
of 69. 

J ohnson could tell his 6-iron 
was close to perfect from 
the flight of the shot, where 
it landed and the reac¬ 
tion of the fans behind the 
par-3 sixth green as the ball 
rolled around left edge of 
the cup. 

Or were they cheering be¬ 
cause Woods teed off on 
the hole ahead ofthem? 

"I was kind of debating 
whether they were yelling 
for me or him," Johnson 
said with a smile. 

O'Hair isn't alone in the ur¬ 
gency to play well. The top 
100 advance to the sec¬ 
ond stage nextweekatthe 
TPC Boston, with the top 70 
going to the BMW Champi¬ 
onship and the top 30 mak¬ 
ing it to East La ke in Atla nta 
for the Tour Championship. 
Tway and Lovemark are 
in the mid-80s in the FedEx 
Cup, while Taylor is at No. 
112 . 

Tway began hisweek play¬ 
ing in a charity event with 
good friend Morgan Hoff¬ 
mann, who is coping with 
muscular dystrophy. Hoff¬ 
mann is a reminder of how 
far players can go with the 
FedEx Cup points quadru¬ 
pled in the playoffs 
"Morgan Hoffmann came 
in at 124 and went all the 
way to The TourChampion- 
ship," Tway said, referring 
to 2014. 'That's kind of the 
plan, try to playasgood as 
you can and go as far as 
you can." 

J ohnson had no idea where 
his tee shots were going 
until late in his round, yet 
he still managed to pile up 
birdies One wild drive cost 
him at the 17th, where the 
ball went so far left it wasn't 
even worth searching for in 
the woods J ohnson made 
triple bogey. 

"I hit that ball 70 yards left 
of where I was looking," he 
said. "If I'm trying to hit a high 


cut, if anything I'm going 
to over- cut it to the right. 
And it came off low and 
hooked. So I just laughed. 
Wasn't funny when I made 
triple, though." 

O'Hair doesn't sound like 
he's playing under a lot of 
pressure. He had knee sur¬ 
gery last yea rthat kept him 
from most of the fall events, 
putting him behind. He de¬ 
cided to keep playing until 
he had hiscard locked up, 
and then he was runner-up 


at the Valero Texas Open. 
"After that, I kind of just 
checked out mentally be¬ 
cause I knew I was safe 
and kind of lost my drive a 
little bit,"he said. 

He took off the month of 
June, which he had never 
done, and hasn't played 
very well since then. But 
he's back to work, first on 
his long game and late on 
his putter, and he found 
the right formula on a rain- 
softened course at Ridge¬ 


wood. It was a good start, 
nothing more. And while he 
would love to play on his 
home course in two weeks 
at Aronimink, he's not ob¬ 
sessed with it. O'Hairsaid he 
came into the playoffs with 
one eye toward next year. 
"It's not like, 'Hey, I need 
to do this to play Aronim¬ 
ink,"' O'Hair said. "I'll play 
Aronimink after the tour¬ 
nament. I think I've got a 
member-guest the follow¬ 
ing week'O

Boston Celtics star Kyrie 
Irving and his older sister 
were officially welcomed 
into their mother's Standing 
Rock Sioux tribe on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The All-Star guard and his 
sister, model Asia Irving, vis¬ 
ited the tribe's reservation 
that straddles the North 
Dakota-South Dakota bor- 
derand took part in a cer¬ 
emony recognizing their 
tribal heritage and support 
for the tribe's long battle 
against the Dakota Access 
oil pipeline. 

In front of a packed audi¬ 
torium, they were honored 
with Lakota names during 
a ritual that tribal spokes¬ 
woman Danielle Finn said 
"is a very special rite of 
passage fora Lakota per¬ 
son." While standing on 
a bison pelt, the siblings 
were smudged with sacred 
grasses, presented with tra¬ 
ditional quilts and eagle 
feathers, and given names 
associated with their White 
Mountain family. 

Kyrie Irving's Lakota name, 
Hela, is roughly pro¬ 
nounced (HAY'-law) and 
means "Little Mountain." 
Asia Irving's name, Tatanka 
Winyan, (tuh-TDNG'-kuh 


WEE'-yun) means "Buffalo 
Woman." 

The Irvings' late mother, 
Elizabeth Ann Larson, was 
a member of the tribe and 
lived on the reservation un¬ 
til heradoption at a young 
age. Their late grandmoth¬ 


er and great-grandparents 
also have ties to the reser¬ 
vation. 

The siblings were greeted 
by hordes of fans, many 
wearing green T-shirts with 
the Standing Rock Sioux 
seal, Kyrie Irving's uniform 


number, 11, and the words 
'Welcome Home Kyrie Ir¬ 
ving." 

"It truly is a good day for 
Standing Rock," tribal 
Chairman Mike Faith said, 
turning to the Irvings. "For 
you two, welcome home." 
Many in the crowd, includ¬ 
ing Char White Mountain, 
consider the siblings to be 
part of their family. 

'We want him to know who 
his relatives are," she said. 
'We definitely don't want 
him to think we're people 
using him for his money. 
He's family." 

Jewel Felix, who considers 
Kyrie Irving her nephew, 
said she became emotion¬ 
al when she heard he was 
coming. 

"I started crying," she said. 
"I can't believe it's happen¬ 
ing." 

Todd Giroux, a 14-year- 
old high school junior and 
point guard for the Stand¬ 
ing Rock basketball team, 
said Irving became his hero 
when the star gave him 
an autograph at a Celt¬ 
ics game against the Tim- 
berwolves in Minneapolis. 
Giroux came to Thursday's 
event wearing an Irving jer¬ 
sey. 

"It's a mazing," he said, add¬ 
ing "it makes it even cooler" 


that Irving in late 2016 ex¬ 
pressed support on Twitter 
for tribaI efforts to lead the 
battle against the pipeline, 
which opponents believe 
threatensthe tribe's Missouri 
River water supply. Thou¬ 
sands of people traveled 
to the reservation area in 
2016 and 2017 to protest, 
with hundreds being ar¬ 
rested. The pipeline began 
operating in June 2017, but 
the Standing Rock tribe is 
leading a court battle to try 
to shut it down. 

Kyrie Irving discussed his 
Sioux heritage during a 
January 2017 interview 
with ESPN, saying 'there's 
a home connection" with 
the tribe's pipeline struggles 
and that he wanted to 
have a legacy outside of 
basketball. Irving this year 
asked Nike to put Stand¬ 
ing Rock's seal on a new 
sneaker. He also has a tat¬ 
too of the Standing Rock 
logo on his neck. Irving, 
who won an NBA champi¬ 
onship with the Cleveland 
Cavaliers in 2016, was bom 
in Australia and grew up in 
West Orange, New Jersey. 
He played one season at 
Duke University before join¬ 
ing the Cava liens as the first

— Dallas Cowboys cen¬ 
ter Travis Frederick said 
Wednesday he has been 
diagnosed with a rare 
neurological disorder that 
causes weakness in various 
parts of the body, and the 
four-time Pro Bowl player 


isn't sure on a timetable for 
a return. 

Frederick said he has re¬ 
ceived two treatments for 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome 
over the past 48 hours and 
that the treatments will 
continue for several days. 

"I am very optimistic about 
my condition and the im¬ 
mediate future, as I have 


been told that the illness 
was detected at a fairly 
early stage," Frederick said. 
"My doctors have told me 
that it is not possible to de¬ 
termine a timetable for a 
return to the field right now, 
but I am hopeful that I will 
be able to play as soon as 
possible." 

The 27-year-old Frederick 
has started all 83 games, 
including three playoff 
games, since the Cowboys 
drafted him late in the first 
round in 2013. 

That streak is likely in jeop¬ 
ardy with the opener 2 1/2 
weeks away, Sept. 9 at 
Carolina. 

According to the Nation¬ 
al Institute for Neurologi¬ 
cal Disorders and Stroke , 
Guillain-Barre causes the 
body to attack a network 


of nerves around the brain 
and spinal cord. Most peo¬ 
ple recover from even the 
most severe cases of the 
auto-immune disease, but 
some will continue to have 
some degree of weakness, 
according to the institute. 
Frederick saw a special¬ 
ist in California while the 
Cowboys were still in train¬ 
ing camp there because 
of feelings he said were 
similarto stingers in his neck 
and shoulders When he 
returned to camp, he told 
reporters he checked out 
OK. He was on the sideline 
for the preseason game 
against Cincinnati on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Coach Jason Garrett said 
Tuesday tests for Frederick 
continued with doctors in 
the Dallasarea. Garrettde- 


clined to be more specific. 

J oe Looney hasbeen work¬ 
ing at center in Frederick's 
absence, but the Cowboys 
have always considered 
2014 All-Pro right guard 
Tack Martin a possibility 
there. Martin will miss the 
rest of the preseason af¬ 
ter hyperextending his left 
knee againstthe Bengals. 
Frederick was the second 
of three first-round picks 
in a span of four years, a 
group that anchors what 
is considered one of the 
NFL's best offensive lines 
Left tackle Tyron Smith, 
the 2011 choice, has bat¬ 
tled back issues in recent 
years.

Quintana beat Froome to 
win the Vuelta in 2016 but 
the Colombian climberhas 
struggled to carry that and 
othersuccessesoverto the 
Tourde France. 

Last month, Quintana fin¬ 
ished the Tour in a disap¬ 
pointing 10th place. He 
he was knocked out of 
contention on the first day 
ofthe race after he broke 
both his wheels and lost a 
significant a mount of time. 
But fortune permitting, the 
73rd edition of the Vuelta, 
which starts on Saturday, 
should be Quintana's for 
the ta king. 

Quintana did win one 
mountain stage at the Tour 
but he will need to avoid 
mechanical mishaps and 
hold hisown on the Vuelta's 
two individual time trials to 
take the overall victory. 

"We need to do well be¬ 
cause we had prepared 
well for the Tour and yet 
due to one thing or an¬ 
other it didn't go our way," 
Quintana said on Thursday. 
'Wheneverthey say we are 
favorites., we have to show 
thatwe are on the road." 
The 28-year-old Quintana 
also won the Giro d'Italia in 
2014. 

His Mo vista r squad includes 
2009 Vuelta winner Alejan¬ 
dro Valverde, who could 
still be an option to lead 
the team at the age of 38 
if Quintana falters 
Here is a look at the riders 
and the course forthe 2018 
Vuelta: 

NO FROOME, THOMAS FOR 
SKY 

After winning the last four 
Grand Tours, Froome's 
Team Sky a ppears ready to 
let its rivals fight for victory 
at the Vuelta, which will 
start in the southern city of 
Malaga. 

Froome and current Tour 
champion Geraint Thomas 
are not on the Sky squad 
forthe Spanish race and in¬ 
stead will participate in the 
eight-stage Tour of Britain 


starting on Sept. 2. 

In place of Froome and 
Thomas, Sky will be led by 
Michal Kwiatkowski and 
David de la Cruz. 

BANGED UP BUNCH 
Top riders Vincenzo Nibali 
(Bahrain Merida), Richie 
Porte (BMC) and Rigoberto 
Uran (EF Education First) 
are all racing in Spain after 
being forced to withdraw 
from the Tour because of 
crashes. 

Porte broke his collarbone 
on Stage 9, when Uran sus¬ 
tained injuries to his left arm 
and leg that eventually 
led to him withdrawing on 
Stage 12. Nibali also had to 
quit on Stage 12 after he 
fractured a vertebra while 
climbing the Alpe d'Huez. 

A top-notch climber and 
expert in descending, Ni- 
bali's first Grand Tour vic¬ 
tory came at the Vuelta in 
2010. He went on to win the 
Giro twice and the Tour. But 
given Nibali'sbruised back, 
Bahrain Merida hasnamed 
Ion Izagirre as its leader. 

"I have been training for 
about only a couple of 
weeks and for this reason 
I think it will be very diffi¬ 
cult to aim forthe general 
classification," Nibali said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book, Twitter and Google 
routinely squabble forusers, 
engineers and advertising 
money. Yet it makes sense 
for these tech giants to 
work together on security 
threats, elections meddling 
and othercommon ills. 

Such cooperation was evi¬ 
dent Tuesday when Face- 
book announced that it 
had removed 652 suspi¬ 
cious pages, groups and 
accounts linked to Russia 
and Iran. Ihis was followed 
by similarnewsfrom Twitter. 
On Monday, meanwhile, 
Microsoft reported a new 
Russian effort to imperson¬ 
ate conservative U.S. web¬ 
sites, potentially as part of 
an espionage campaign. 
Cooperation makes it eas¬ 
ier for tech companies to 
combat fraudulent use of 
their services. It a Iso makes 
them look good in the eyes 
of their users and regula¬ 
tors by showing that they 
take the threats seriously 
enough to set aside com¬ 
petitive differences. 

They have little other 
choice if they want to 
avoid regulation and stay 
ahead of — orjust keep up 
with — the malicious actors, 


who are getting smarter 
and smarteratevading the 
tech companies' controls 
Case in point: While Face- 
book said there was no 
evidence that Russian and 
Iranian actors cooperated 
with each otherin the latest 
efforts to create fake ac- 
countsto mislead users, the 
company said their tactics 
were similar. In other words, 
if the bad guys a re learning 
from each other, the com¬ 
panies fighting them would 
need to do the same. 
Facebook has significantly 
stepped up policing of its 
services since last year, 
when it acknowledged 
that Russian agents suc¬ 
cessfully used Facebook to 
run political influence op¬ 
erations aimed at swaying 
the 2016 presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

Other social media com¬ 
panies have done likewise 
and continue to tum up 
fresh evidence of political 
disinformation campaigns 
While some of the 2016 dis¬ 
ruptions seemed to support 
certain candidates, more 
recent campaigns appear 
aimed at sowing discord 
and driving people to more 
extreme sides of the politi¬ 
cal stage. 

Tech companies already 


share information to fight 
terrorism, child pornogra¬ 
phy, malware and spam. 
Ihey are now adding glob¬ 
al political threats from na¬ 
tion-states. In congressional 
hearings earlier this year, 
Facebook General Coun¬ 
sel Colin Stretch said Face- 
book, Twitter and Google 
have a "long history" of 
working together on such 
threats. He expressed hope 
that sharing information 
becomes "industry stan¬ 
dard practice." 
Understanding the threat 
requires understanding 


how the malicious actors 
communicate, operate 
and move among various 
services, Facebook said in 
a blog post on Tuesday. 'To 
help gather this informa¬ 
tion, we often share intel¬ 
ligence with other compa- 
niesonce we have a basic 
grasp of what's happen¬ 
ing,"the company wrote. 
Even with all the coopera¬ 
tion, disagreements ex¬ 
ist. Ihe companies don't 
always agree on when 
and how to go public with 
threats they uncover, for 
example. And while critics 


have called for a formal 
industry body to address 
issues such as elections 
meddling, misinformation 
and hate speech on social 
networks, no such broad- 
reaching organization ex¬ 
ists. 

The closest is the Cyberse¬ 
curity Tech Accord, which 
Microsoft, Facebook and 
othercompaniesformed to 
protect businesses and us¬ 
ers from internet crime. But 
bigshots such as Google 
and Twitter were notice¬ 
ably missing. (Those com¬ 
panies did not respond 
to messages Wednesday 
asking if they have joined 
since). 

Nonetheless, cooperation 
has helped other industries 
stave off regulation. Forex- 
ample, the movie industry 
banded togetherto devel¬ 
op its own ratings system in 
the 1960s to ward off gov¬ 
ernment censorship. 

Jeff Bardin, chief informa¬ 
tion officer at the secu¬ 
rity firm Tread stone 71, said 
cooperation is one way 
to combat fake accounts 
without imposing tighter 
verification when users sign 
up.

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Oregon man gets jail time for 
harassing Yellowstone bison

BOZEMAN, Mont (AP) — 

An Oregon man who said 
he and his buddy were on 
a "last hurrah" tourthrough 
national parks before he 
entered alcohol treatment 
was sentenced Thursday 
to 130 days in jail for his 
drunken behavior, includ¬ 
ing harassing a bison that 
had stopped traffic in Yel¬ 
lowstone National Park. 
Raymond Reinke's crimes 
drew national attention 
when at least one Yellow¬ 
stone visitor caught his in¬ 
teraction with a bison on 
video . 

Reinke, of Pendleton, Or¬ 
egon, pleaded guilty dur¬ 
ing a federal court ap¬ 
pearance in Mammoth, 
Wyoming, where cases 
from Yellowstone park are 
heard. 

U.S. Magistrate J udge Mark 
Carman sentenced him to 
60 days in jail for harassing 
wildlife, 60 days for interfer¬ 
ing with law enforcement 
and 10 days for disorderly 
conduct. He was given 
credit for21 days served. 
Reinke, 55, is banned from 
Grand Teton, Yellowstone 
and Glacier national parks 
for a five-year probation¬ 
ary period during which he 
is not allowed to drink alco¬ 
hol. His planned chemical 
dependency treatment is 
now court-ordered. 

"I'm sorry to the buffalo. He 
didn't deserve what I did to 
him," Reinke said, ABC Fox 
Montana reported. 

U.S. Attorney Leo Pico de¬ 
scribed Reinke's behavior 
as the "most egregious" 
case of animal harassment 
he'd seen in Yellowstone. 
The judge told Reinke: 
'You're lucky the bison 
didn't take care of it, and 
you're standing in front of 
me." 

Reinke was first cited for 
public intoxication and in¬ 
terfering with law enforce¬ 
ment in Grand Teton Na-

tional Park on July 28. He 
spent a night in jail before 
posting a $500 bond. 

A few days later in Yellow¬ 
stone, Reinke got in trouble 
after getting out of the car 
to see if there was a way 
he could help clear a traf¬ 
fic jam. 

When he saw the bison on 
the road he decided to try 
to herd it off, the Bozeman 
Daily Chronicle reported. 

"I thought I wasdoing what 
was appropriate," Reinke 
said. "I just didn't think. 
That's my stupidity." 

In the viral video, Reinke is 
seen walking up to a bison 
waving his arms. The ani¬ 
mal charges him a couple 
times, but he was not in¬ 
jured. Yellowstone National 


Park regulations require 
people to stay 25 yards (23 
meters) away from bison. 
He was cited for intention¬ 
ally disturbing wildlife and 
having an open container 
of alcohol, but rangers 
were unaware of the con¬ 
ditions of his bond, which 
required him to remain law- 
abiding and avoid alcohol. 
However, Reinke had men¬ 
tioned hisnextstop wasG la¬ 
cier National Park. When 
officials put the whole story 
together a judge revoked 
Reinke's bond in the Grand 
Teton case and rangersar- 
rested him in Glacier park 
on Aug. 3. Officials say he 
was causing a disturbance 
there, as well, but he was 
notcited.Q

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Carlsbad Caverns' 500K bats lace threat of deadly syndrome

CARLSBAD, N.M. (AP) — The 

half a million bats that call 
Carlsbad Caverns National 
Park home could face the 
threat of the deadly white 
nose syndrome. 

Federal agencies have 
mobilized in recent weeks 
to combat a microscopic 
organism that could poten- 
tia lly kill off tho usa nd s of the 
Mexican free-tailed bats 
that make the national 
park famous, the Carlsbad 
C urrent Angus reports. 
White nose syndrome was 
found in bat populations in 
states across the country, 
with the closestdiscovery in 
Oklahoma and Texas 
It's named fora white, fuzzy 
growth that develops on 
the nose, ears and wings of 
infected bats 

'Obviously, we don't want 
our bat colony to contract 
(white nose syndrome)," 
said Doug Neighbor, super¬ 
intendent of Carlsbad Cav¬ 
erns National Park. "Most 


populations out east had 
substantial die off." 

The fungal infection grows 
in the bats' skin tissues, rous¬ 
ing them from hibernation 


repeatedly, which forces 
the bats to consume win¬ 
ter fat stores and starve to 
death before awakening in 
the spring, according to a 


report from Bat Conserva¬ 
tion International, an Aus¬ 
tin, Texas-based organiza¬ 
tion dedicated to conserv¬ 
ing all batspecies 
Evidence of white nose 
syndrome was discovered 
in New Mexico soil samples 
and samples of bat dung 
last spring, but further test¬ 
ing this month determined 
it was not yet in the state. 
White nose syndrome was 
first discovered in a single 
New York cave in 2007, 
and has since killed mil¬ 
lions of bats. The symptoms 
were found in 33 U.S. states 
and seven Canadian prov¬ 
inces, moving asfarwestas 
Washington state. 

If the syndrome makes it 
to the Carlsbad Caverns, 
Neighbor said the impact 
could be devastating to 
the local bat populations, 
and negatively impact 
Carlsbad's tourism industry. 
Many visitors travel to the 
national park to watch the 


renowned bat flights in and 
out of the cave. 

'They're extremely impor¬ 
tant to the community," 
he said. 'There's only a few 
places in the U.S. where 
you can see these kinds of 
numbers." 

The National Park Service 
teamed up with the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, the Bu¬ 
reau of Land Management 
and the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture's Forest Ser¬ 
vice to devise strategies to 
prevent the spread of the 
disease into New Mexico's 
public lands, according 
to an announcement last 
week by the fouragencies. 
"As the leading edge of the 
white-nose syndrome dis¬ 
ease front advances, we 
do not fully know how the 
fungus will behave in these 
environments, particularly 
in the Southwest," said J er- 
emy Coleman, the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service's coor- 
dinatorforthe disease,Q

smoking and gain weight, it le ms for another. 
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But a new U.S. study finds 
you're still better off in the 
long run. 

Compared with smok¬ 
ers, even the quitters who 
gained the most weight 
had at least a 50 percent 
lower risk of dying prema¬ 
turely from heart disease 
and other causes, the Har¬ 
vard-led study found. 

The study is impressive in 
its size and scope and 
should put to rest any myth 
that there are prohibitive 
weight-related health con- 
sequencesto quitting ciga¬ 
rettes, sa id Dr. Willia m Dietz, 
a public health expert at 
George Washington Uni¬ 
versity. 

'The paper makes pretty 
clear that your health im¬ 
proves, even if you gain 
weight," said Dietz, who 


was not involved in the re¬ 
search. "I don't think we 
knew that with the assur¬ 
ance that this paper pro¬ 
vides." 

The New England Journal 
of Medicine published the 
study Wednesday. The jour¬ 
nal also published a Swed¬ 
ish study that found quitting 
smoking seems to be the 
best thing diabeticscan do 
to cut their risk of dying pre¬ 
maturely. 

The nicotine in cigarettes 
can suppress appetite and 
boost metabolism. Many 
smokerswho quitand don't 
step up their exercise find 
they eat more and gain 
weig ht — typically less than 
10 pounds (4.5 kilograms), 
but in some cases three 
timesthat much. 

A lot of weight gain is a 


cause ofthe mostcommon 
form of diabetes, a disease 
in which blood sugar lev¬ 
els a re higher than normal. 
Diabetescan lead to prob¬ 
lems including blindness, 
nerve damage, heart and 
kidney disease and poor 
blood flow to the legs and 
feet. 

In the U.S. study, research¬ 
ers tracked more than 
170,000 men and women 
overroughly 20 years, look¬ 
ing at what they said in 
health questionnairesgiven 
every two years. 

The people enrolled in the 
studies were all health pro¬ 
fessionals, and did not mir¬ 
ror current smokers in the 
general population, who 
are disproportionately low- 
income, less-educated 
and more likely to smoke 
heavily. 

The researchers checked 
which study participants 
quit smoking and followed 
whether they gained 
weight and developed 
diabetes, heart disease or 
other conditio ns 
Quitters saw their risk of dia¬ 
betes increase by 22 per¬

"I did not initially speak out 
about my story because 
I chose to handle it in pri¬ 
vate with the person who 
wronged me," Bennett, 
now 22, said in a statement 
released through Attorney 
Gordon K. Sattro. 

The comments were his first 
made publicly since a Sun¬ 
day New York Times story 
saying Argento reached a 
$380,000 legal settlement 
with him last year over an 
alleged sexual assault in 
a California hotel room in 
2013. 

"I have not made a public 
statement in the past days 
and hours because I was 
ashamed and afraid to be 
part of the public narra¬ 
tive. I was underage when 
the event took place, and 
I tried to seek justice in a 
way that made sense to 
me at the time." 

Bennett said he believed 
there was a stigma to be¬ 
ing sexually assaulted as a 
male, and that he "didn't 
think that people would 


understand the event that 
took place from the eyes of 
a teenage boy." 

His comments come a 
day after the 42-year-old 
Argento denied having 
a sexual relationship with 
him. She said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday that she was 
linked "in friendship only" to 
Bennett, who played her 
son in a film in 2004. 

She said the $380,000 pay¬ 
ment, made in response to 
a notice of intent to sue for 
$3.5 million indamagesthat 
Bennett had filed, was un¬ 
dertaken by her boyfriend 
Anthony Bourdain, the ce¬ 
lebrity chef who killed him¬ 
self in France inj une. 


"Anthony personally under¬ 
took to help Bennett eco¬ 
nomically, upon the condi¬ 
tion that we would no lon¬ 
ger suffer any further intru¬ 
sions in our life," Argento's 
statement said. 

Earlier Wednesday, TMZ 
published a photo that 
showed Argento and Ben¬ 
nett lying together, their 
headstouching asthey lay 
on a pillow, their shirts ap¬ 
parently off. The celebrity 
website did not say how 
it obtained the photo. A 
previous picture on TMZ 
showed the pair embrac¬ 
ing but sitting up and fully 
clothed.

she riff's department said it is 
looking into the allegations 
and seeking to talk to Ben¬ 
nett.

Argento became one of

Actress Ashley Judd, an¬ 
other Weinstein accuser, 
spoke out Wednesday 
against anyone who would 
use the Argento allegations 
to undermine the #MeToo 
movement. 

'We hold any and every 
abuser accountable, re¬ 
gardless of their gender, 
race, socio-economic sta¬ 
tus, public visibility or popu¬ 
larity,"Judd said on Twitter. 
"Sexual violence is wrong, 
full stop."

According to his bio, writer 
Kevin Kwan was bom in 
Singapore and left when 
he was 11, living in the U.S. 
since then. 

There was no immediate 
response Wednesday from 
hispublisherto a request for 
comment. Male Singapor¬ 
ean citizens are required 
to spend two years, in most 
cases, in a uniformed ser¬ 
vice as young adults 
The government said in a 


statement that Kwan was 
wanted for "defaulting on 
his NS obligations" for fail¬ 
ing to register as required 
in 1990, and for staying 
abroad without a valid exit 
permit. It said authorities 
rejected his application in 
1994 to renounce his Singa¬ 
porean citizenship without 
serving the mandatory na¬ 
tional service. 

"Mr. Kwan has committed 
offences under the Enlist¬ 
ment Act, and is liable to a 
fine of up to $10,000 and/ 
or imprisonment of up to 
3 years upon conviction," 
said the statement from 
Singapore's Ministry of De¬ 
fense.

King, a former guitarist for 
Lynyrd Skynyrd who helped 
write several of the group's 
hits including 'Sweet Home 
Alabama," has died in 
Nashville, Tennessee, ac¬ 
cording to a family friend. 
He was68. 

Scott Coopwood said King 
died Wednesday due to 
cancer. Funeral arrange¬ 
ments had not yet been 
announced Thursday. 

King joined the band in 
1972 and was part of its first 
three albumswith itsdistinct 


three-guitarsound. 

He is credited on several 
of Lynyrd Skynyrd's songs, 
including 'Saturday Night 
Special" and 'Workin' for 
MCA," and his voice can 
be heard providing the 
opening count on "Sweet 
Home Alabama." 

"Ed was our brother, and a 
greatsongwriterand guitar 
player," said Gary Rossing¬ 
ton, a founding member 
of the band. "I know he will 
be reunited with the rest of 
the boys in Rock and Roll 
Heaven." 

King left the ba nd two yea rs 
before a plane crash killed 


singer Ronnie Van Sntand 
guitarist Steve Gaines in 
1977. 

He rejoined the group 10 
years later when it reunited 
with Johnny Van 7ant tak¬ 
ing his brother's place and 
played with the band until 
he retired in 1996 due to 
heart problems 
He had a heart transplant 
in 2011. 

King was also an original 
member of the California 
psychedelic group Straw¬ 
berry Ala no Clock, which 
had a hit that King co¬ 
wrote called "Incense and 
Peppermints" in 19670

Neil & Liam Finn, "Light- 
sleeper" (Inertia/PIAS) 
"Ughtsleeper" is the result of 
another crowded house at 
the Finn residence. The al¬ 
bum principals, father Neil 
and son Uam, get the rest 
of the family involved — 
mother Sharon, son Elroy, 
nephew Harper— and also 
provide room and board 
to one of Neil's new Fleet- 
wood Mac bandmates, 
Mick Fleetwood.

DETROIT (AP) — Ab¬ 
dul "Duke" Fakir said he 
stopped going to funerals 
in recent years because 
he has lost so many close 
friends and he can't take 
any more. But the lone sur¬ 
viving original member of 
the FourTopssaid he won't 
miss the chance to pay his 
final respects next week to 
his "Baby Sis," Aretha Frank¬ 
lin. 

"I'll be atthatone,"Fakirtold 
Ihe Associated Press on 
Wednesday. 'That's 'cause 
she's a sister. She's family. I'll 
be there." 

Fakir plans to attend the 
private funeral Aug. 31 at 
Detroit's Greater Grace 
Temple, which caps days 
of high-profile memorials 
to the Queen of Soul. Pub¬ 
lic viewings will take place 
Aug. 28-29 at the C ha lies H. 
Wright Museum of African 
American History. 

Fakir, interviewed at the 
Motown Museum in the for- 
merstudio where hisgroup 


recorded many of their 
1960s hits, said he has been 
"in mourning" like many 
across the world since 
Franklin died last Thursday 
in the city she long called 
home. But her death hits 
particularly close to home 
given their history: The Four 
Tops toured and recorded 
with Franklin several times 
over the decades, and 
they remained close until 
the end of her life. 

He recalled a phone con¬ 
versation with Franklin just 
days before her death. He 
was cautioned by a family 
representative that she was 
unresponsive — "not really 
saying anything." 

'So, I was ... telling her 
how much I missed see¬ 
ing her, not being there by 
her side. And they said her 
eyesopened, and she said, 
'Bernadette.' And that was 
the last word she eversaid, 
they said," Fakir recalled. 
'That was herfavorite song 
by the Tops, by the way, 
'Bernadette.' So, to have 
been on her lips, the last 


word she said. That's more 
than honorable. That's pre¬ 
cious, you know?" 

Fakir, 82, who still regular¬ 
ly performs with the Four 
Tops, said their friendship 
deepened as they aged. 
She often referred to the 


members of his group as 
her "brothers," — and he 
likewise called her "sis" — 
but he added "baby"to the 
nickname in recent years, 
"especially after the other 
threeTopshad passed." 
About a yearago, he said, 


she wanted to know why. 
"She said, 'Duke, look here 
— why do you keep call¬ 
ing me 'Baby Sis?' Don't you 
know I'm 76 years old?" Fa¬ 
kir said. "I said, That's why I 
call you Baby Sis: I got you 
by six years, girl!'" 

Fakir said hisgroup looked 
forward to every opportu¬ 
nity to record or perform 
with Franklin, whether it 
was on home turf in Detroit, 
at Washington's Kennedy 
Center for the Performing 
Arts or New York City's Ra¬ 
dio City Music Hall. Despite 
their close friendship, he 
never stopped marveling 
at her musicianship — and 
in his grief, he's holding on 
to that. "She's definitely the 
best because all her mu¬ 
sic comes from (the heart) 
and it travels all the way 
through and it touches all 
those parts of her that suf- 
ferordid not suffer, or hap¬ 
piness or whatever," Fakir 
said. "And she lets it out, she 
tells the whole story and 
you feel it. You know what 
the story isabout'O

Lodging is one of the most 
costly parts of a vacation. 
Shop strategically to lower

Cheung recommends 
booking your reservation, 
but waiting to pay. That 
way you can continue to 
monitor hotel prices and 
change your booking ac¬ 
cordingly. 

"Sometimes prices will drop 
byjust$10or$20, but some¬ 
times it's pretty drastic," 
Cheung says. "I once had a 
hotel for$250 a night, then 
it dropped to $160 a night." 
You also can check prices 
at the hotel where you've 
made your initial reserva¬ 
tion and price-compare 
with hotel price aggregator 
sitesto see if you're getting 
the best deal. 

5. USE APPSTD HNDCHEAP 
FUG HIS 

Price-tracking apps and 
websites can do the work 
of price hunting foryou. 
With the smartphone app 
Hopper, for example, you 
can enter the general pa¬ 
rameters of your itinerary, 
and it will track prices over 
time and alert you when 
the cheapest flight is avail¬ 
able. The more flexible your 
travel dates, the easier it 
will be for you to find a low 
price. Google Flights pro- 
videsa similar service. 

One drawback to these 
services: They don't include 
prices for every airline. So 
monitor a few sources to 
getthe best priceO
